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also been included, i. e., the more important comments on food and 
drug laws, poison laws, narcotic laws, drug inspection w r ork, drug 
and plant cultivation, chemotherapy, and foreign pharmacopoeias. 
In view of the variety of the subjects covered, this bulletin should 
be of value, not only to those interested in the revision of the Phar- 
macopoeia and the National Formulary, but to pharmacists and 
physicians in general, manufacturers of, and dealers in chemicals and 
pharmaceutical products, drug and food inspectors, chemists, pharma- 
coguocists, and public health officials.
